The daily papers of recent date 
record the arrest and trial of Patrick 
Parkin on a charge that is now almost 
three years old, that of assault and 
robbery. The robbery for which Par¬ 
kin will be charged was committed on 
the evening of July 14, 1919. Four 
young men succeeded in breaking into 
un<l entering the Louis J. Petrie ware- 
hou.se by jimmying a lock off the back 
door and were in the act of loading a 
quantity of tobacco and randies into a 
Ford automobile when they were sur¬ 
prised by the night watchman. Two 
of the four implicated in the robbery 
ran away, one jumped into the auto¬ 
mobile, which was bucked up against 
the back door, while the remaining one 
tackled the watchman, hitting him a 
stunning blow over the head with a 
lead pipe. He then jumped into the 
car and succeeded in e.scaping. He 
was sub.se<]uently arrested at Van¬ 
couver, B.C., on a charge of’forging 
and uttering forged checks and was 
sentenced to two years imprisonment. 
He served his sentence and on his re¬ 
lease, came back to Calgary .some 
weeks ago. He was noticed on the 
.street by Detective Cox, and on being 
informed that the original warrant for 
Parkin’s arrest still held good, the

newspapers. The proposal must carry 
with it some means of raising the 
money. Various taxes are suggested, 
but Arthur Brisbane says it can be 
done without any new taxes. All that 
is necessary is to put the printing press 
to work to turn out the money! They 
have expert coiners over there—why 
not engage their services ? Brisbfuie 
is a product of W. R. Hearst afid 
shows more solicitude for the soldiers 
now than he did for the cause in 
which they fought They used the 
printing press freely in Russia and| 
Germany and the ruble and mark de¬ 
clined accordingly. We gave a bonus 
in Canada up to $420 for single men 
and up to $600 for married men ac¬ 
cording to length of service. It was 
not asked for and not expected by the 
soldiers themselves, but it helped them 
out in the .trying days after demo¬ 
bilization while they were settling 
down to civilian life. Most of the vet¬ 
erans were quite satisfied and grate¬ 
ful, but a few centred in the cities 
soon began to clamour for more, and 
a dangerous agitation arose, but the 
Committee of parlMment which was 
appointed to consider the proposal 
never recommended it, and it will pro¬ 
bably never be received. The gratuity 
already given amounted to $163,000,- 
000. Any further gratuity would han¬ 
dicap the country ’in a proper dis¬ 
charge of the supreme consideration 
or' looking after the dependants of 
men killed, and also those who came 
back maimed in war service.

A man may say that he has the right to 
spend his money where he pleases; that no 
one can stop him if he wants to buy his gro¬ 
ceries, his clothes and his furniture in some 
city miles away from where he earns the 
money to pay for them. He is right. There 
is no law to prevent him from doing so, unless 
it is the law of self-preservation. The man 
who has the right to send his money away to 
some distant city instead of spending it at 
home, also has the right to send his children 
to that citv to be educated in the schools, 
which his money helps to support, but he 
dosen’b exercise the right. H« sends his 
children to the local schools, the maintainance 
of which is made possible by the men who 
spend their money *t home. Yon should be as 
loyal to your community as to your name. 

Life in any comrnunity to-day is a give-and- 
take 'proposition. A man can not take his 
living from a community and give nothing 
back to help the other fellow make a living 
If he euts-off the other fellow’s living, he is 
bound eventually to cut of his own, for unless 
the ether fellow has money to buy his labor 
or his goods he cannot make a living himself. 

You may say that what you buy dosen’t 
amount to much and the money that you send 
away to the mail order houses in other cities 
cannot have any great effect uoon the gener¬ 
al business conditions in your town. Maybe 
it dosn’t amount to much and maybe it won’t 
have any great effect upon the community’s

whether you had' any money at all or not. 
But you are not Ijving upon a desert Isle. 
You are living in a modern community. To 
do everything possible to build up that com¬ 
munity is not only a duty which you owe to 
the community, but—more important still 
it is a duty which you owe to yourself. 

TAXES WILL INCREASE 
You have children to educate. You want 
your community to have good schools so that 
your children may ‘have the same advantages 
that the children in the big city have. If you 
live on a farm you need good roads over which 
to haul your products to market. You may 
say that you pay yo*jr share of the taxes out 
of which the school houses are built and the 
roads constructed. Maybe you do pay your 
share, in proportiop to the value of your 
world’s goods, but where is the other fellow 
to get the money to pay his share of the taxes 
if, after vou pay your taxes, you send the re¬ 
mainder of your money to some other com¬ 
munity to help build their schools and con¬ 
struct their roads. The merchants of any 
community pay a very considerable part of 
the taxes pollected in that community. Go 
to the tax books and you will find this to be 
the case. When the business of the merchant 
falls off and he carries smaller stocks and has 
less money in the bank, he pays smaller tax¬ 
es, and as the amount he pays in taxes de¬ 
creases, the amount you pay must increase if 
the schools are to be maintained and the roads 
kept up. It may be a man’s own business 
if he wants to send his money to help build 
up the big cities where the mail order flourish 
but it’s poor business for himself as well as 
for everybody else in the community in which 
he lives. 


POOR RUSSIA 


‘‘I do not doubt that thousands or 
even millions of Russians are starv¬ 
ing: to death. I do not tiiink the pic¬ 
ture has been overdrawn,” said Col. 
Stibbard, D.S.O., formerly director of 
railways in Russia, in the course of 
an interview at Lethbridgre. “Condi¬ 
tions are im doubt friirhtful, but I 
have grave doubts of the success of 
any attempts to get food into them in 
time to save those in need in the in¬ 
terior of Russia,” he continued. 

The colonel, whose recital of condi¬ 
tions in the revolutionized Land of 
Czar was vivid and informative, went 
on to say that “while we must admire 
the well-meant intentions of the more 
fortunate nations of the world in 
showing such a splendid spirit of 
humanity in furnishing relief for the 
starving Russians, it is doubtful that 
this relief ever reaches the people 
who most need it. The greed and cun¬ 
ning of those in charge of that coun¬ 
try’s affairs today constitute a serious 
barrier between this relief and the 
poor peasantry for which it is intend-

WILD LAND TAX 


Amendments to the Wild Lands Tax 
Act, which may have a far-reaching 
effect were pa.ssed through committee 
of the whole in the legislature on 
Thursday afternoon with practically 
no discussion, and with perhaps a not 
very keen realization on the part of 
the majority of the members as to 
what they were doing. The principal 
change was in removing from the 
scope of the act enclosed land which is 
leased for grazing. Heretofore the 
owner of the land was required to pay 
the Wild Lands Taxes unless he was 
grazing thereon the required number 
of horses, cattle or sheep, “which are 
the poperty of the owner of the land.” 
The act is now amended, however, 
so that the land is enclosed and is 
“used for the purpose of pasturing 
horses, cattle or sheep which are the 
propety of the owner including the 
bona fide leasee of the land.” This 
will mean that the owner who has not 
stock to run on enclosed land and who 
as a consequence must pay wild lands 
tax will be able in future to lease the 
land to a stock man and the pasturing 
of 16 head of horses or cattle or 48 
sheep thereon will exempt him from 
paying the tax. Another amendment 
removes from assessment under the 
act such land as may be found to be 
unfit for cultivation or pasturage.
